When a policeman kicked in the 
door at 3 o’clock, he found the 
burners of the gas stove open. Tue 
key hole, windows and other open- 
ings in the room had been seated 
with/rags. A quantity of morphine 
and several injection needles were 
found. 

No notes had been left, but police 

took charge of a package of letters 
addressed to the pair. Neighbors 
said the woman attempted to end 
her life by gas about six months 
ago when they were living at 3829 
West Pine boulevard, across the 
street. 
They recently moved into 3822 
West Pine in the absence of the 
landlady, Mrs. Bermatre, from the 
city. 

The smell of gas caused occu- 
pants of the house to notify the 
Laclede Avenue Police Station.

The defense of Hyland is that he 

did drive the murder car for Harry 
and Elmo Thomasson, but was 
tricked into it by Harry ,and knew 
nothing of the murder plot. New- 
man’s counsel merely pleaded “not 
guilty” for his client. 
J After counsel had outlined the 
defense, and while a recess had 
been ordered to enable defendants 
to marshal their witnesses, Attor- 
ney Charlies Karch, of Birger’s 
counsel, addressed the Court as 
follows: 

‘“We are taken by surprise by a 
Statement made by our client’s 
co-defendant, Art Newman, in 
which he has announced his in- 
tention of taking the witness stand 
and admitting this conspiracy. We 
ask for time to prepare to meet 
the facts Newman says he will pre- 
scent. Hte intention is known to the 
State’s Attorney, but we have just 
learned of it.”

EAR SIR: Acknowledging 
[receiv of your letter of June 
franchise for the St. Louis Pub- 
lic Service Co. as the prospective 
purchaser of the United Rail- 
ways Company’s property. I want 
to state to you and your asso- 
ciates my position with reference 
to this franchise: 

The statement in the first par- 
agraph of your letter to the ef- 
fect that, during the period com- 
mencing approximately 18 
months before June 15 my ad- 
ministration has been engaged in 
the task of drafting a service-at- 
cost franchise with the view of 
having it accepted by the St 
Louis Public Service Co. and 
that your attitude toward this 
franchise is merely a receptive 
one, is not entirely correct. As 
a matter of fact. the tentative 
draft of the franchise which was 
printed and circulated at my iIn- 
stigation in June of tast year, 
was the result of a number of 
conferences between Messrs. 
Stanley Clark and Sam. Green- 
land as the representatives of 
your committee, and Messrs. 
Julius T. Muench, the City Coun- 
selor. and C. E. Smith, the city’s 
consulting engineer, as the rep- 
resentatives of the city, and rep- 
resented the views of both sides. 

It is also not fair to charge my 
administration with indifference 
or neglect in the matter, because 
{ have given the question of this 
franchise a great deal of thought, 
and have had numerous confer- 
ences about it with various .city 
officials. 

Difference Over Valuation. 


In spite of the fact that the 
operation of the United Railways 
properties under the receivership 
of Mr. Rolla Wells .as, on the 
whole, been very satisfactory and 
the street car company during 
this period has enjoyed the con- 
fidence of the public of St. Louls 
to an extent not known before, it 
is also true that the receivership 
cannot go on indefiaitely, and I 
have felt that an effort should be 
made to conclude it, and that a 
new arrangement should be en- 
tered into upon such a basis, if 
possible, as will give the car-rid- 
ers of the metropolitan district of 
St. Louis continuous and satis- 
factory service in the future, at 
the lowest rate of fare consistent 
with good service. 

On practically every phase of 
the franchise as it was finally 
printed and circulated by me, 
the representatives of the city 
and the new company are agreed. 
The only points upon which we 
are not in harmony are the ini- 
tial property value and the rate 
of return on such value. 


Thinks 7 Per Cent Return Too 
High. 

The valuation which, you say, 
the city wished to impose upon 
you and which, you say, you 
agreed reluctantly to accept, Is 
higher, in the opinion of the 
city’s representatives. than the 
valuation fixed by the Public 
Service Commission as of Jan. .-, 
1919, with net additions. since 
then, warrants; and it is consider- 
ably higher than the tentative 
value recently fixed by the com- 
mission as the basis for the tem- 
porary fare increase. What you 
say about 7 per cent being the 
minimum rate of return allowed 
by the Misscuri Commission may 
apply to utilities generally, but 
no such rate of return has ever 
been fixed by the commission un- 
der a service-at-cost franchise, 
because no such franchise has 
ever been submitted to It for its 
approval; and, compared with 
the rate of return in other cities 
where street car systems are hbe- 
ing operated under’ service-at- 
cost franchises, a 7 per cent rate 
of return is higher than it should 
be, because the maximum aver- 
age rate of return in such cities 
is about 6 per cent. 


How to Present Franchise Plan, 

Throughout, your letter ap- 
pears to treat the proposed fran- 
chise as an administration meas- 
ure, which your committee is 
being asked to accept it. This ts 
not the case. It is true that the 
situation is one In which th» 
pubHe is vitally interested, and 
the purpose the representatives 
of my administration had in view 
when they assisied in drafting 
the new franchise was to effact 
a settlement of the transporta- 
tion problem which would pre- 
vent a recurrence of conditions 
such as have exiated here in the 
past, and as have existed or stil! 
exist in every important city in

the United States. The adoption 
of this particular form of fran- 
chise, however, was not a matter 
in which the administration was 
so pre-eminently interested that 
it felt itself called upon to urge 
your committee and “the new 
company to accept it, as your 
letter seems to indicate. 

As a matter of fact, I cannot, 
if I would, grant the franchise; 
I can only advocate it. There 
are only two ways in which A 
franchise can be obtained under 
the present city charter, and 
either of these has been open to 

the St. Louis Public Service 
Co. at any time since the tenta- 
tive draft was printed and circu- 
lated; it could either have had 
the ordinance fmtroduced in the 
Board of Aldermen, or it could 
have proceeded by initiative. 
Whichever course had been pur- 
sued, all arguments for and 
against the proposed ordinance 
could have been fully presented, 
including .those on the features 
on which we have not agreed, . 
and there would have been no 
occasion for the delay of which 
you complain, 

Balks at Ultimatum. oa 

While, as I have stated, I have 
not considered this franchise an 
administration measure, but 
rather one in which your com- 
mittee and the new company 
have the greater interest, there 
have, as a matter of fact, been 
anumber of conferences be- 
tween the representatives of both 
sides. These have led nowhere, 
because of the insistence on the 
part of yourself and your asso- 
ciates that both the valuation 
and the rate of return as fixed by 
you must be agreed to by the 
city, and the conviction on the 
part of the city’s representa- 
tives, on the other hand, that 
both were higher than they 
should be. This is the reason 
the administration has not been 
willing to help the passage of 
the ordinance on the terms de- 
manded in your ultimatum. 

You say that the long delay 
in taking the property out of re- 
ceivership, pending the passage 
of a mutually satisfactory fran- 
chise ordinance, is detrimental 
to the interests of the holders of 
securities representing ‘he prop- 
erty. I see no reason why the 
receivership shoufd not be fter- 
minated and the property of the 
United Railways Co. bought in 
as planned, at the sale which is 
now set for Aug. 1, 1927. In 
view of the fact that the only 
way in which a mutually satis- 
factory franchise, or any fran- 
chise, can be obtained is by or- 
dinance, I fall to see how my 
agreement to your terms in the 
ordinance as drafted would ex. 
pedite matters any, since I would 
be in no position to guarantee 
that the franchise as agreed to 
would be passed either by the 
Board of Aldermen or by the 
voters at an initiative election. If 
the property is sold on Aug. 1 
and the reccivership terminated, 
there is no reason why negotia- 
tions for a satisfactory franchise 
cannot be continued with the 
city by the representatives of the 
new company, as well as they 
have been by those of your com- 
mittee, 


Not Aiding Exploitation. 


What this. administration has 
in view and wha® presumably 
your committee also has in view 
is the re-establishment of the 
street car system on a sound fi- 
nancial basis and tupon such 
terms as will give to the car rid- 
ers a present satisfactory serv- 
ice at the lowest possible cost 
and tke assurance that such 
franchise as may be granted will 
not hereafter hamper the full 
development of the transporta- 
tion facilities of the city, either 
independently or in. connection 
with #uch other rapid transit 
system as may be developed and 
established. We would not be 
justified in furthering any plan 
which had for its purpose only 
the exploitation of the present 
situation and the consummation 
of a financial deal, in which the 
desire for an immediate and sub- 
stantial profit. on the part of 
the promoters, would treatly out- 
weigh the administration's inter- 
est In securing for the car rider 
the kind of service I have just 
outlined. 


Willing to Wait. 

In view of the trend of the de- 
cisions of our own Supreme 
Court. which seem fo have firm- 
ly established the principle in 
this state that the jurisdiction of 
the Public Service Commiasion 
over all public utilities and their 
Operation is at all times para- 
mount. franchise provisions and 
local regulations to the contrary

‘Mayor Miller announced today 
that he was opposed to immedi- 
ately granting the 30-year fran- 
chise which J. K. Newman, the 
New York trader in bankrupt 
street railways, and Frank OO. 
Watts and his other St. Louig as- 
sociates in the United Railways 
speculation have demanded wnder 
the threat of applying to the Fed- 
erl courts for a valuation of $76,- 
000,000 to $100,000,000 on their 


property, which, if allowed, would 
raise the carfare even beyond the 
8 cents now being paid. 

Not in Public Interest Now. 

The Mayor said he was still care- 
fully considering the whole trans- 
portation problem, but expressed 
the opinion that the public inter- 
est probably would be best served 
by granting no new franchise at 
this time, and that it might. be 
wiser to let the company operate 
under its old franchises which stili 
have 12 years to run. with the 
thought that at the expiration of 
those franchises the city would be 
in a position to know what further 
arrangements with the company, 
if any, would be advisable. 

The Mayor’s views were set forth 
in a letter to F. O. Watts, presi- 
dent of the First National Bank, 
who is chairman of the Uaited 
Railways reorganization commiut- 
tee, through which Newmaa, a 
professional trader in bankrupt 
street railways, has obtained con- 
trol of the company. 

The St. Louis Public Service Co, 
was organized to bring the United 
Rallways out of reecivership and, 
as a prospective purchaser of the 
property when it is offered for 
sale by the receiver Aug.-1, has 
been trying to obtain a new %0- 
year franchise based on “service 
at cost,” although the present 
franchises of the United Railways 
do not expire for 12 years. 

Mayor Won't Sponsor Franchise. 

The Mayor made it plain in his 
letter that he would not sponsor 
the proposed franchise ordinaace 
as an administration measure ard 
suggested that the way for the re- 
organizers to carry on their efforts 
for a new franchise is to have the 
ordinance introduced In the Board 
of Aldermen or submitted to the 
people through the initiative, On 
this point the Mayor said: 

“We would not be justified in 
furthering any plan which had 
for its purpose only the exploi- 
tation of the present situation 
and the consummation of a fi- 
nancial deal in which the desire 
for an immediate and substantial 
profit on the part of the pro- 
moters would greatly outwrigh 
the administration's interest in 
securing for the car rider the 
kind of servica I have just out- 
lined.” 

In a preceding paragraph the 
Mayor deciared he had in view the 
re-establishment of the street car 
system on a sound financial basis 
and on terms that would give sat- 
isfactory service at lowest cost. 
In another part of his lengthy 
statement Mayor Miller said that 
if the property is purchased by the 
new company on Aug. 1 and the 
receivership terminated, “there is 
no reason why negotiations for a 
satisfactory franchise cannot be 
continued with the city by repre- 
sentatives of the new company.” 
Answers Newman's Threat. 
Although the Mayor's letter ts 
a direct answer to the one sent to 
him by Newman and Watts and 
four other members of the reor- 
ganization committee and made 
public July 2, it is also a reply to 
the threat of reprisais on the street 
car riders made by Newman in an 
interview in the Post-Dispatch on

Fraulein Rasche, who arrived 
with Commander Byrd and the oth- 
er American trans-Atlantic flyers 
on the Leviathan Monday went to 
the Custom House yesterday and 
made arrangements for the entry 
of her plane into this port. 

“Commander Byrd so kindly told 
me.” she explained, “that 1 could 
make use of Roosevelt Field. It 
will take only a day or so to &s- 
semble the plane and another day 
to tune it up. I am anxious to be 
in the air again.” 

“T have no contract with Charles 
A. Levine, nor with anyone else,” 
she said. “I am over here just for 
myself. I plan to fly some in my 
own ship. You know it weighs 
only 1200 pounds with a motor of 
no more than 100 horsepower. It 
is good only for stunts. 

" “After a time I want to buy 
some kind of an American craft 
and I1 will practice long distance 
flying. That must be different from 
stunt flying. 

“I would like to fly across the 
ocean, rnd I would like to be the 
first woman to do it, but there is 
no possibility of my trying it be- 
fore next spring at the earliest.” 

Fraulein Rasche made her first 
solo flight in 1924 and got her pi- 
lot’s license in 1925. In 1926 she 
began stunt flying which gained 
her fame in Germany as the only 
German woman flyer. Miss Rasche 
is wealthy and there is nothing 
commercial in her visit here. 

“I fly for the sport of it,” she 
said.

the church and state. 

“While we maintain that the 
general moral level of the Chris- 
tian youth of today is no lower 
than that of previous generations, 
we nevertheless deplore the ten- 
dency of the average youth toward 
extravagance, immodesty and dis- 
respect for the laws of their coun- 
try. 

“While on the one hand we de- 
plore the laxity of parental author- 
ity and the lack of proper example 
on the part of those in authority, 
we feel that we must attribute 
much of the prevalent restlessness 
and disregard of authority, togeth- 
er with many of the present flag- 
rant immoralities, to the tendency 
of many teachers in high schools. 
colleges and universities to encour- 
age and to foster irreverence for 
the inerrant Word of God, togeth- 
er with the constant advocacy Of a 
new system of’ man-made morals, 
whereby they remove the strongest 
force working for a Christianized 
civilization.”

Effort of Will Kept Him Alive.

But the King 
was firm in the hope that he 
might help to place his country 
on a stable political basis despite 
factional disputes and conflicts 
among powerful interests and 
clung to life.’ Then, too, say 
friends, he hoped to see once more 
before death came his wayward 
son, Carol, “the madcap of the 
Balkans,” whom his parental disci- 
pline had sent into exile. 

His physicians urged him to go 
abroad to a warmer climate, but 
political conditions cetermined Fer- 
dinand to remain in Bucharest. 

For months King Ferdinand’s 
body has been withcring away and 
his weight at his death was less 
than 100 pounds, Since earlv 
spring he has not been weighed. 

“It would kill him to realize how 
his body has shrunk,” those close 
to him said, declaring that they 
doubted if he weighed as much as 
90 pounds. 

No Bells Tolled. 

No bells tolled and no extra 
editions of the newspapers ap- 
peared on the,streets early this 
morning to announce the passing 
of King Ferdinand. The fact was 
kept a secret closely within the in- 
ner circles of the court and Gov- 
ernment until the official an- 
nouncement was printed several 
hours after his death. 

The King’s condition, which the 
public has known to be growing 
worse, took a critical turn yester- 
day evening. At midnight he re- 
ceived the last sacrament. The 
King was conscious to the end and 
expired without any sign of suf- 
fering. 

Bucharest newspapers appeared 
today with columns lined in black 
and flags were half-staffed on all 
public buildings. Perfect calm ex- 
isted throughout the capital and 
throughout the country. 

One of the last acts of Ferdi- 
nand’s reign was to bring about 
the creation of a Government un- 
der the Bratianos whom he trust- 
ed and who, with him, were influ- 
ential in swinging Rumania inte 
the World War on the side of the

Harvey Stone Returns After 
Roaming Entire West 
Since Last August When 
He Shot Charles Berry. 


Sought by police since Aug. 29, 
1926, when he shot and killed his 
chum while they were playing with 
a revolver they thought Was un- 
toaded, Harvey Stone, 18 years old, 
was arrested at 1 a. m. today at 
his home, 7216 South street, Maple- 
wood. 

His chum was Charles Berry, 19, 
of 917 South Theresa avenue. They 
were playing in Berry’s bedroom 
on the evening of Aug. 20 with a 
revolver that had belonged to 
Stone’s father. The game was to 
see who was “quickest on the 
draw.” 

Stone held the weapon against 
his left side, as if in a holster, and 
drew it forward with his right 
hand, aimed it at Berry and pulled 
the trigfer. Berry fell backward 
on his bed, mortaliy wounded. 
They had taken the cartridges from 
the revolver, but had overlooked 
one, * 

Got Water for Chum. 

Stone got a glass of water for 
Berry and then went out for a 
physician. He became unnerved. 
however, and boarded a street car_, 
riding to the end of the line and 
then boarding a freight train which 
carried him to Kansas City. ; 

From then on he wandered 
from city to city throughout the 
West, Southwest and South. He 
had no peace of mind; every time 
he saw a policeman, he ran, he 
says. Two and a half weeks ago 
he returned home and last nicht 
somebody informed police of his 
return. 

Whether he will be prosecuted 
is doubtful. Berry, in his last mo. 
ments, declared the shooting was 
accidental.

Curtis D. Wilbur, Secretary of 
the Navy, last night pinned crosses 
on the breasts of Commander 
Richard E. Byrd Jr., and Lieut. 
George O. Noville, for flying the 
America from New York to France 
under adverse conditions. The pre- 
sentation, which came as a sur- 
prise, was made at a municipal 


banquet. 

Clarence D. Chamberlin, pilot of 
the Columbia that plowed 
through fog to win its way to Ger- 
many, Bert Acosta and Bernt 
Balchen, shipmates of Byrd and 
Noville, witnessed the ceremony. 

Recognition for Civilians. 

Mayor Walker, toastmaster, sug- 
gested that Balchen, Acosta and 
Chamberlin, all civilians, should be 
inducted into the Heserve Officers 
Corps so that Congress might 
award them similar’ crosses. He 
said the suggestion came to him 
from Commander’ Byrd. Only 
members of the Army or Navy can 
be awarded the cross. 

Wilbur expressed the hope that 
“jn view of the necessity for the 
development of commercial avia- 
tion” some form of recognition will 
be provided by Congress for the 
civilian filers. 

Commander Byrd expressed his 
Pleasure at the Secretary's state- 
ment and declared Chamberlin, 
Acosta and Balchen deserve the 
honor “as much as we do, if not 
more.’’

a final discussion on the naval sit- 
uation before he leaves for Can- 
ada Saturday with the Prince of 
Wales. 

“light Housework” to Be Done. 

Gibson, as chief American dele- 
gate, subsequently asked that the 
departure of the two British lead- 
ers, be not looked upo™ as an ad- 
journment of the conference, but 
only as a temporary suspension of 
negotiations. In view of the fact 
that Admirals Sir Frederick and 
Field and Sir Aubrey Smith and 
most of the British technical- ex- 
perts remained behind, the Amer- 
icans feel that considerable of 
what Gibson terms “light house- 
work” can be done with the aid 
of the Japanese technicians in 
order that the British plenipo- 
tentiaries may find minor matters 
fairly well cleared up by the time 
they return. 

Two Inches Apart. 

Nevertheless, while the minor 
chores are being done, a close 
watch will be kept on London to 
learn how the British Cabinet is 
receiving the reported determina- 
tion of the United States not to 
accept a ratio of twelve 10,000-ton 
cruisers armed with 8-inch guns 
for Great Britain and the United 
States,-and eight for Japan, unless 
the United States is authorized to 
mount 8-inch guns on \lighter 
cruisers also. Great Britain pro- 
poses six-inch guns for cruisers of 
less than 10,000 tons. The Amer- 
ican objection to this is that it 
opens the way for Great Britain to 
arm her vast commercial fleet with 
6-inch guns, thus putting these 
vessels on a parity with warships 
similarly armed. | 

The prevailing impression is that 
the 8-inch problem is the crux of 
the whole cruiser controversy. One 
observer remarked that the British 
and American delegations “are only 
two inches apart—from eight to 
six,” but these two inches arv like- 
ly to prove extremely troublesome, 

The Americans are seeking to 
build 8000-ton cruisers on which 
8-inch guns could be placed, while 
the ‘British have been standing 
firm on low-tonnage cruisers with 
6-inch guns. 

One British spokesman said: 
“Great Britain will want to build 
as many 8-inch gun cruisers as the 
United States, and if the United 
States insists on constructing a con- 
siderable number of these ships, 
then Britain cannot possibly keep 
within the total tonnage figures re- 
cently proposed.” 

Obsolete Cruiser Proposal. 

In the meantime fresh diffi- 
culty has arisen in connection with 
the maintenance of obsolete 
cruisers as proposed by the Brit- 
ish—these obsolete vessels to be 
over and above the regular treaty- 
fixed total tonnage. Origipally the 
British suggested 24 yeags as the 
age limit for cruisers. while; the 
Americans suggested 20 and the 
Japanese 16. After introducing 
their obsolete warship proposal, the 
British favored accepting the 
Japanese age limit of 16.

STANDARD OIL REFUSES 
TO DEAL-WITH RUSSIA 


Says It Will Not Negotiate With 

Soviet Until Private Property 

Rights Are

NEW YORK. July: 20.—The New 
York Times says the Standard Oi! 
Co. of New Jersey: will have no 
business relations with the Soviet 
Government of Russia. so long as 
that Government declines to rec- 
ognize “private property rights.” 

The company made clear its 
position, The Times says, in a4 
statement denying reports that it 
had been negotiating for the pur- 
chase of Russian of] products. 

“The impression has been creat- 
ed. both in Europe and in this 
country, that the Standard Oli Co. 
of New Jersey in the face of the 
present overproduction in the 
United States, is buying Russian oil 
to displace products of American 
origin in the European markets 
supplied in part by its foreign sub- 
sidiaries,” the statement reads. 

“The impression that the Stand- 
ard Ol] Co. of New Jersey has any 
trade relationship with the Soviet 
Government is incorrect. 

“Some confusion may have re- 
sulted from the fact that there are 
now various separate and inde- 
pendent companies which’ either 
bear the Standard Oil name or are 
popularly characterized in that 
manner, and it therefore see'as ad- 
visable that the position of the 
Standard Oil Co. of New Jersey in 
this Russian matter be defined.” 


MEXICAN PASSPORT RULES

LEADERS OF VIEN 
RIOTS SOUGHT; 3 
ARE IN CUSTODY

7VIENNA, July 20.—Now that 


order has been restored after the 
serious rioting that troke out in 
Vienna Friday, the authorities are 
seeking to punish the instigators 
and leaders. Nearly 300 persons 
have been arrested, and of < 
76 have already been brought ‘dDe- 
fore the courts for preliminary ex- 
amination. 

Heavy penal sentences will be 
given to those found guilty of par- 
ticipating in the uprising, which ft 
was announced, resulted in the 
death of 87 persons, the wounding 
of 400, and damage to public and 
private property estimated at mil- 
lions of dollars. 

Sixty victims of the rioting were 
buried in a common plot in the 
public cemetery on the outskirts of 
the city today. There were no 
demonstrations of any kind. 

‘Thirty-nine others who were 
killed in the disorders, including 11 
policemen, will be huried tomor- 
row. 


In an oration at the graveside, 
the Communist leaders said that 
the dead comrades had led the way 
where more timid members of the 
party dared not follow. Dr. Fried- 
rich- Adler, secretary of the Inter- 
national Labor Union, said that he 
had been deputed to utter a greet- 
ing to the workmen of every s:ate 
affiliated with the. greatest world 
union. At the graveside of Ugir 
valiant comrades, he declared, they 
repeated their oaths of solidarity.

MANAGUA, Nicaragua, July 230. 
—Gen. Sandino, self-termed “wild 
beast of the mountains,” whoge 
force of 400 lost 300 killed Sunday 
while trying to overcome 96 United 
Statez Marines and Native Con- 
stabulary, at Ocotal, has ¢ -ne inte 
hiding in the mountains in an in- 
accessible part of the country. His 
forces are widely scattered, ‘ 
Having refused to lay down his 
arms when a peace settlement was 
arranged by President Coolidge’s 
agent, Stimson, between the Con- 
servatives and Liberals in May, 
Sandino continues to defy Amer- 
ican authority. Information here 
is that he belittled the Americans, 
Their bombs and airplanes “only 
made a noise,” he told his band. 
However, it was -the American 
bombing airplanes that turned the 
scaje in favor of the Marines, for, 
coming to ald the greatly outnum- 
bered garrison, five of these alif- 
craft raked the rebels with ma- 
chine guns and pelted them with 
bombs, killing 200 of them. The 
Marines and Constabulary killed 
100 others. These figures have been 
confirmed by Col. L. M. Gulick of 
the Fifth Regiment of Marines, and 
late advices from Ocotal Indicate 
that the total of dead may be even 
higher, since some wounded rebels 
crawled into the woods to dle. 

Rowell Cited for Bravery. 

Maj. Rots E. Rowell, who led 
the bombing planes to the attack 
at Ocotal, has been recommended 
for the distinguished service medal 
in cC.spatches to Washington by 
Brigadier-General Feland, in com- 
mand of the United States Marines 
in Nicaragua, Telling how Maj. 
Rowell, upon learning of the dan- 
ger to the garrison proceeded to 
Ocotal with five planes in the 


teeth of a tropical storm, the cita- 
tion says: 
“At Ocotal he led the planes te 
the attack with the highest tactical 
skill and distinguished courage, He 
broke the masses of the enemy, 
destroyed the greater part of them, 
and drove the remainder from the 
f.eld. Maj. Rowell saved the little 
garrison from great loss of life and 
almost certain destruction.” 
Moncada Denounces Sandino. 
Gen. Moncada, commander in 
chief of the Liberal forces in their 
campaign against the Conserva- 
tives, places responsibility for the 
“massacre” of 300 Nicaraguans en- 
tirely on Gen. Sandino, “as he re- 
fused to lay down his arms aia 
return to peaceful pursuits, pre- 
ferring to gather together a band 
of bandits and dssassins, creating 
disorder in the republic.”

There is not a man, woman or child 
in India who does not know about it. The least 
Chinaman in the fastnesses of the celestial moun- 
tains, or the humblest peasant in Tibet, knows that 
at Amritsar the Europeans, with their great guns, 
massacred the defenseless Orientals, making no ex- 
ception of women, children or infants in arms. That 
massacre has cost Britain more prestige in Asia than 
all the cruelties of Lord Clive or the incredible bump- 
tiousness of the opium war. It is, indeed, in the back- 
ground of Britain's rupture with Russia and all 
those ills which plague the British influence from the 
Yellow Sea to the Mediterranean. In a long calen- 
dar of folly, of blunder piled upon blunder, the arch 
blunderer, Britain, never excelled that. 
Is this what Ocotal is to be to us? It is very likely. 
We may be sure that every Latin American will know 
about it. We may safely assume that every tiny ham- 
let in the Cordilleras or the Andes, every thatched-top 
village in the Amazon wilderness, will know that 
on one side was conquest, with its wealth and its 
arms, and on the other only the defenseless native.
